In response to the Office Action mailed May 14, 2002, Applicants respectfully elect 
Group I, claims 1-17, 22, 23, 25-29, 35, 37-40, 42-45 and 47-49 for examination in the subject 
application. 



In the Office Action dated May 14, 2002, the Examiner has restructured the Office 
Action dated December 4, 2001 to consider claims 27-49 added via a preliminary amendment 
dated October 16, 2000.
